A PRIGON INCIDENT. 


John Brady, an insane convict at the 
Jefferson City Penitentiary, confined in 
the same cell with another insane con- 
vict named Jake Rosenmeyer, killed his 
cellmate with a blow on the head a few 
days ago. A Jefferson City paper says 
that both have been insane ever since 
they came to the prison, and that Brady 
came in November, 1891—three years 
ago. He says he knew it was wrong, 
but something kept telling him to kill 
his crazy cellmate till he had to do it. 

Now here is a picture of prison man- 
agement that is anything but pleasing 
or creditable to the humane people of a 
great and rich State. Were these luna- 
tics sentenced for crimes committed 
when they were demented and not re- 
sponsible under the laws? Were they 
sent to the prison to save the State the 
expense of taking proper care of its 
maniacs? Is no question asked, no step 
taken to correct the miscarriage of jus- 
tice when a madman is brought to the 
State Prison as a convict?. When in- 
sane persons are sent by mistake to the 
penitentiary and have no influential 
friends outside to interfere in their be- 
half, is it not the duty of some prison 
official or State authority to see that 
they are removed to one of the State 
asylums, where they can be cured or at 
least cared for as their condition re- 
quires? Is it the common practice at 
Jefferson City to keep insane convicts 
locked up together in cells for years, 
until they kill each other off, and so rid 
the State of the expense of maintaining 
them on prison fare? 

The public would like to have a satis- 
factory answer to these questions. It 
has not been generally supposed that en- | 
forced contact with dangerous lunattts 
was added to the severities and horrors 
of State Prison discipline by our penal 
code,

COST OF LIFE. INSURANOS.

THE UNREPRESENTED. 


Under our system of representation, it 
is a rare accident that the people are 
truly represented in our legislative 
bodies. We have seen for many years 
the State of New York with large Re- 
publican majorities in her Legislature 
and represented in the United States 
Senate by Republicans and by a major- 
ity of Republicans in the other house 
while her people were giving large Dem- 
ocratic majorities and electing Demo- 
dratic State officers. 

Even after an honest attempt to dis- 
trict a State with perfect fairness as 
between parties, it may and does happen 
that a party with a small majority in 
the whole vote of a State gets nearly or 
quite all of its representatives in Con- 
gress. But as the result of a little ger- 
rymandering we often see the majority 
of al State delegation representing a 
minority of its voters, the majority of 
whom have a representation far below 
their just proportion. 

‘In the present House, for instance, the 
Missouri Republicans have but one of 
our fifteen Congressmen, while with a 
vote increased by less than 3,000 they will 
have ten of the fifteen who will represent 
precisely the same districts in the next 
House. The Missouri Republicans are 
deprived of just representation in the 
present House and the Missouri Demo- 
crats. will be deprived of just representa- 
tion in the next. 

When large masses of voters in every 
State of the Union are thus constantly 
denied equal representation, the logical 
and inevitable consequence is that the 
people of the whole Union are misrepre- 
sented in the Federal Legislature. With 
proportional representation in the pres+ 
ent House, the Democrats, instead of 
their present unwieldy and unmanage- 
able majority, would have had only a 
good working plurality and would have 
deen in a minority as compared with the

HIS FATHER HEARD PROM. 


Dr. 8. M. McLean Wires Dr. Marks to Do 
All He Can for His Son. 


Dr. Marks received a reply during the 
morning to a telegram he sent to Dr. 8. M. 
McClean of Modesto, Cal, informing him 
that his son was dangerously ill at the City 
Hospital. The m e requested Dr. 
Marks to do all in his power to save the 
sick man, 

Dr. John McClean, the patient, is hover- 
ing between life and death at the hospital, 
stricken with lock-jaw produced by his 
system, becoming poisoned by the excessive 
use of the hypodermic syringe in injecting 
morphine into his body. ‘ For the past five 
years he has been a slave to this drug, 
taking on an average 20 grains of mor- 
phine and 10 grains of cocaine per day. 
His sufferings have now become so intense 
that it requires about 40 grains of morphine 
a day to keep him quiet. His chances for 


recovery are small.

Queen Victoria’s Fortanate Fifty-seven 
Descendants. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Nov. 25.—By the marriage of 
Princess Alix of Hesse with Nicholas II., 
Czar of all the Russias, one more is added 
to the number of Queen Victoria’s crowned 
descendants. In this case it may safely be 
said that her majesty’s grand-daughter 
has captured the greatest of all thé prizes 
in the monarchical matrimonial market. 

The Queen is the great and shining ex- 
ample of the domestic woman. 

The British royal family costs the na- 
tion, according to Whitaker’s Almanac, 
£579,592, or more than $2,985,000, in annuities. 
This sum, of course, does not include the 
salaries paid to royal persons as holders of 
public offices or the income of what is con- 
sidered private property, which, in the 
case of the Queen and the Prince of Wales, 
is very large. 

Queen Victoria has fifty-seven living de- 
scendants. At the age of 75, with all her 
mental faculties in good working order, 


still able to take a leading part in man- 
aging the affairs of this vast family. 

The Queen’s father, the Duke of Kent, 
was the fourth son and fifth child of 
George III. Two of his brothers suc- 
cessively occupied the throne as George IV. 
and Willam IV. He himself died before 
any of his three elder. brothers. 

His daughter, the Princess Victoria, was 
borp on May 24, 1819, and succeeded to the 
throne on June 2, 1887. She married her 

cousin, Prince Albert of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, on Dec. 14. 180. The Prince died on 
Dec. 14, 1861. This was the great sorrow of 
the Queen’s life and her grief at her hus- 
band’s death has persist#d in spite of years. 

The Queen’s first child, Victoria, Princess 
Royal of England, was born in 1840. She 
married the Crown Prince Frederick of 
Prussia, and is now the Dowager Empress
